WROUGHT  IRON  FAD. 

It  Bad  a  U*clnnliix  Id  Germany  In  the 
Middle  Agea. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  wrought  iron 
is  more  and  more  used  every  year  in  do¬ 
mes  1 10  economy  and  decoration.  De¬ 
servedly  so.  There  is  nothing  that  lends 
itself  so  easily  to  the  requirements  of 
both  Utility  and  art.  Besides,  it  haa  an 
anciefct  and  reaper-table  history. 

Germany  in  the  fifteenth  century  pro¬ 
duced  much  wrought  iron  work  of  a 
rather  special  character,  *uch  as  fho 
gravQ  crosses  and  sepulchral  monuments 
to  be  seen  in  the  cemeterie*  of  Nurem 
berg.  Iron  was  also  employed  for  well 
canopies,  such  as  that  at  Antwerp  at¬ 
tributed  to  Quentin  Matsys.  Originally 
a  blacksmith  from  Louvain,  he  came  to 
Antwerp  to  seek  his  fortune.  There,  as 
the  story  goes,  he  fell  in  love  with  the 
daughter  of  a  painter,  and,  to  propitiate 
the  daughter  as  well  as  her  father,  ex¬ 
changed  the  anvil  tor  the  painter’s  pa¬ 
lette,  and  before  his  death,  in  1551,  he 
was  successful  in  helping  to  raise  the 
school  of  Antwerp  to  a  celebrity  equal 
to  that  of  the  schools  of  Bruges  and 
Ghent 

Ironwork  jvas  extensively  produced 
Bt  Augsburg  under  the  fostering  care 
of  the  Fugger  family,  taking  the  shape 
of  brackets  projecting  from  the  walls 
and  grills  over  fanlights  or  in  a  balcony. 
Grotesque  knockers  are  also  common  In 
Nuremberg.  Keys  were  sometimes  elab¬ 
orately  decorated,  and  the  part  which 
is  now  a  common  ring  was  once  occupied 
by  little  figures  in  full  relief,  with  coats 
of  arms  and  the  like.  The  French  revo¬ 
lution  was  the  cause  of  mnch  splendid 
ironwork  being  destroyed,  when,  in 
1795,  certain  provinces  had  to  gather 
together  every  available  piece  of  iron 
to  transform  into  pikes  and  other  weap¬ 
ons. — New  York  Herald.

The  anecdote  of 
the  wife’s  cheerful  decision  on  the 
eventful  night  in  Paris  has  a  prominent 
place  in  Mr*.  Henry  Ady’s  book  act  Mil¬ 
let.
